Klingle Accident Recalled. 


Three persons in one family were 
killed last June in a similar acci- 
dent when their automobile crashe‘4 
through the rail of the Klingle 
bridge. 

Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
and his assistant, I. C. Moller, ar- 
rived at the scene of the accident 
shortly after the crash. Mr. 
Eldridge called attention to the 
fact that there is a sign at both ap- 
proaches to the hridge limiting the 
speed of motor vehigles to § miles 
an hour. Director Eldridge stated 
that the automobile must have been 
traveling at a higher rate of speed 
for the accident to have occurred. 

Mr. Eldridge, following .the 
Klingle bridge tragedy, recommend- 
ed that both the Klingle Street 
bridge and the Calvert Street 
bridge be provided with curbs 12 
inches high on either side of the 
sidewalk. Had this been done, Mr. 
Eldridge stated last night, the Cal- 
vert bridge tragedy would not have

In 1923 Great Britain made a slight gain over 
1922, while all the other maritime countries 
showed a loss, including the United States, 
In 1925. of the total gross tons of 2,193,000 
luunched, Great Britain furnished nearly one- 
half, while the United States furnished only 
cent.
